Some need 
complete remodeling to bring tbem 
up to tho modern standard of living. 
Major repairs, such as replplng, re- 
roonng. rellooring, etc., are necessary 
In many others. The remainder re- 
quire minor repairs. 

In addition, there are many build- 
ings not really In.need of repair, but 
which can be made more efficient, 
more comfortable or more beautiful 
through certain changes. ^ 

The local Better Housing commit- 
tee doea not wish to urge the property 
owners to rush into any lU-advlsod 
expenditures, but the members feel' 
that where repairs or Improvomenta 
are needet^, now Is the propitious 
time to go ahead with them.
